In completion of the naval dem- 
A onstration that will follow, Chairman 
R. A. C. Smith of the harbor dis­ 
play committee, announced 
tonight 
the list of vessels and line for move­ 
ment. Rinal instructions were also 
given to all captains. Eighty war­ 
ships, harbor patrol boats and oth­ 
er steam ers will take official part 
in the parade up the Hudson river 
and back to the battery. In addition 
to a flotilla of 350 m erchant steam­ 
ers will carry sightseers down the 
bay to witness the transfer of Col. 
Roosevelt and his party from the 
ocean liner to the Androscoggin, the 
revenue cutter that will bear the 
welcoming party and Col. Roosevelt 
in the parade. 
As the former president boards the 
Androscoggin, a second salute will 
announce that he is once more un­ 
der the American flag. For two min­ 
utes following, the combined flotil­ 
las will join in a deafening blast of 
whistles. 
Formal Welcome at Battery. 
Escorted by revenue steam ers, po­ 
lice patrol boats, the South Carolina 
five torpedo boat destroyers and the 
government dispatch 
boat 
Dolphin, 
the Androscoggin will lead the riv 
er parade. When Col. Roosevelt is 
landed at the battery, the formal 


welcome by Mayor Gaynor will pro­ 
ceed. His speech and that by Mr. 
Roosevelt will be the only addresses 
and the land parade will stort im­ 
mediately. 
New York began final preparations 
for the reception in earnest today. 
Despite rain and clouds, the decorat­ 
ing for the event went steadily ahead.

Guthrie, Ok., June 16.—Demurrer 
filed by Attorney General West to 
the temporary injunction issued by 
the 
Logan 
county 
district 
court 
against Gov. C. N. Haskell and other

removal 
of the tem porary seat of government 
from Guthrie was overruled by dis­ 
trict Judge Huston, and the court’s 
process issued 
Saturday 
was con­ 
tinued in force pending further pro­ 
ceedings. 
The court 
holds 
that 
conditions 
imposed by the enabling 
act 
and 
which were accepted by the constitu­ 
tional convention are binding, the 
same as a contract would be binding 
upon a corporation, individual or mu­ 
nicipality. 
The information was immediately 
telephoned to Gov. Haskell, doing bus­ 
iness from the executive office, which 
he has established in Oklahoma City 
by the attorney general. The gov­ 
ernor asked if other steps had been 
taken, the Attorney General replying 
that he would not until the vote cast 
in Saturday’s election had been can­ 
vassed. 
This, the governor 
stated, 
would probably be done by tonight 
or tomorrow morning by the state 
election board, which has a branch 
office in Oklahoma City. The other 
steps referred to In the governor’s 
conversation means application to the 
supreme court of the state for a 
writ of prohibition against the dis­ 
trict court upon the allegation that 
the lower court is about to exceed 
its authority. Judge 
Huston, after 
saying that the dem urrer to the pe­ 
tition raised the question of valid­ 
ity of that provision of the con­ 
gressional 
enabling 
act 
fixing 
the 
temporary capital of the state at 
Guthrie, 
prohibiting 
its 
removal 
therefrom until after 1913; also the 
question as to jurisdiction of the 
court to restrain by injunction the 
chief executive of a state, says: 
Important and Serious. 
“Both of the questions are at this 
time im portant and serious ones to 
the people of this state. A court, un­ 
like a legislative body, can not choose 
wrhat will come before it; 
it 
can 
neither invite nor avoid the consid­ 
eration of a question. I can not seek 
the responsibility of passing upon 
a case that is brought before me, 
nor have I any right to 
shirk it. 
It 
is set forth in the petition that the 
governor of the state is about to re­ 
move the capital or the seat of gov­ 
ernment, together with the records, 
files and archives of the state from 
the city of Guthrie, the temporary 
capital as fixed by the enabling act, 
to the city of Oklahoma City in vio­ 
lation of the term s of that act. 
“If the enabling act is valid and 
binding upon the people of the state, 
the capital can not now be legally 
removed. It is urged in the argu 
ment upon the dem urrer that the 
capital provision of the enabling act 
is not obligatory upon the state, be 
cause 
it 
infringes the 
sovereignty 
of the state; that the location of a 
state capital is not a m atter of na­ 
tional concern and does not belong to 
any of those objects of legislation 
which were granted to the nations 
government by the United States con­ 
stitution, hut it is one of those ob­ 
jects of legislation reserved to the 
states.

strychnine.

Mr. Nixon 
occupies the entire number of rooms 
up stairs being a suite of four rooms 
and for a few days he has been the 
only up stairs resident, since Mrs.

Friends state that Mrs. Nixon 
has been in

health 
for 
some time and the occurrence of her 
leaving was for the purpose of treat­ 
ment and recuperation.

As nearly as 
the reporter could ascertain Mr. Nix 
on went to a drug store last night 
and sought to secure the loan of a 
revolver for the declared purpose of 
taking his life.

The bottle was dis­ 
covered containing strychnine partly 
emptied. There was vigorous work 
with uncertain results by Drs. Craig 
and Faust for an hour, when the 
muscles began to relax and conscious 
ness to return. 
It appears that the 
despondent young man had taken the 
strychnine in capsules, which retard­ 
ed the effectiveness of the drug long­ 
er than the usual course it require to 
produce fatal results. This afternoon 
Nixon, while 
considerably 
nervous, 
is composed. 
He expresses regret 
for his desperate action. Besides his 
acquaintance with the grocery and 
confectionery 
merchants,

John Dalzell of the house rules com- 
mittee, carrying gingerly in his hand 
a typewritten document and looking 
not 
altogether 
happy, 
encountered 


Speaker Cannon in the Speaker's lob- 
by late this afternoon. 


He showed the document to Uncle 


Joe and the latter glanced over it 
with moody and resentful eyes. Then 
he mumbled a brief and peppery sen- 
tence or two, testily thrust the pa- 
per back into Dalzell's hand and con- 
tinued his interrupted march to his 
room, the chairman of the rules com- 
mittee trailing disconsolately behind. 


An Epochal Moment. 


It was a sad and memorable mo- 


ment for both Uncle Joe and his chief 
lieutenant, for the document was noth 
ing less than their abdiction of what- 
ever power remains to them over leg- 
islation in the house. 


'It was the proposed amendment to 


th«"*rules~etni»owering a majority of 
the members of the houwrto take bills 
from the hands of obstructive com- 
mittees and put them on their pas- 
sage. Practically it was the identi- 
cal proposition drawn up by Minor- 
ity Leader Clark and his lieutenants 
yesterday and presented in the house 
just before adjournment. 


Facing Crucial Juncture. 


Forced to action by the knowledge 


that the matter .would be taken out 
of their hands if they did not, the 
members of the Rules Committee got 
together today and after some mourn- 
ful discussion agreed to bow to the 
inevitable and report the Clark-Sher- 
ley amendment to the rules with 
modification which will make it serve 
the purpose for which it was drawn 
up better than the original. 


The original provided that after a 


motion made by any member, sup- 
ported by a majority of all the other 
members of the House to take a bill 
out ol the hands of any committee 
had been adopted, the bill should go 
to the appropriate calendar. It was 
pointed out that under this proposi- 


tion a bill might be as effectually 
buried on the calendar as if it were 
still In the pigeonhole of some com- 
mittee. 


Change Is Better Than Other. 


The change made 
provides that 


bills rescued from the hostile com- 
mittees shall take precedence on the 
calendar of the bills that were re- 
ported from committee before the 
member who initiated 
the rescue 


movement by filing notice with the- 
clerk, and before bills that were re- 
ported, after the filing of said no- 
tice. 
This is regarded as an equit- 


able arrangement all around and.will 
insure the carrying out of the pur- 
pose of the rules desired by insur- 
gents better than the original Clark- 
Sherley proposition. 


The amendment will be perfected 


and formally agreed on at another 
meeting of the rules committee to- 
morrow and will be reported to the 
house next week, probably on Tues- 
day, when the general deficiency anff 
other appropriations bills have been 
gotten out of the way. 


Uncle Joe's Sad Duty.

Important and Serious. 


Both of the questions are at this 


time important and serious ones to 
the people of this state. A court, un- 
like a legislative body, can not choose 
what will come before it; 
it 
can 


neither invite nor avoid the consid- 
eration of a question. I can not seek 
the responsibility of passing upon 


case that is brought before me, 


nor haVe '} any right to shirk it 
It 


is set forth in the petition that the 
governor of the state is about, to re- 
move the capital or the seat of gov- 
ernment, together with the records, 
flies and archives of the state from 
the City of Guthrie, the temporary 
capital as fixed by the enabling act, 
to the city of Oklahoma City in vio- 
lation of the terms of that act. 


If the enabling act is valid and 


binding upon the people of the state, 
the capital can not now be legally 
removed. It is urged in the argu- 
ment upon the demurrer that the 
capital provision of the enabling act 
IB not obligatory upon the state, be- 
cause it infringes the 
sovereignty 


of the state; that the location of a 
state capital is not a matter of na- 
tional concern and does not belong to 
any of those objects of legislation 
which were granted to the national 
government by the United States con- 
stitution, but it is one of those ob- 
jects of legislation reserved to the 
states. I hare examined those cases 


cited in the argument and am of the 
opinion that congress can not, with- 
out the consent of the state, impose 
upon a state any condition which 
would affect its sovereignty or place 
it on a footing not equal to the orig- 
inal states.

When C. N. Hoskell, as governor, 


and Bill Cross as secretary of state, 
signed a proclamation late Thursday 
night, declaring Oklahoma City the 
permanent seat of state government, 
a struggle lasting nearly a score of 
years over this coveted honor came 
to a close. The proclamation, which 
gives the official and final vote in 
the capital removal election of Sat- 
urday, June 11, settled for all time 
the permanent state capital, Oklaho- 
ma City being made the state's home 
by an overwhelming majority. 


Governor Haskell'3 proclamation, 


also provided the appointment of a 
commission to superintend the con- 
struction of the capital building. One 
more link has been added to the 
chain of development in Oklahoma. 
Now, 
for the building of a perma- 


nent state capital, and Oklahoma will 
feel equal, if not superior to the old- 
er states In the union.

ment of a receiver on the representa- 
:ion that the business was being con- 
ducted in a hazardous manner and 
that the assets were being dissipated. 
Subsequently an action was started 


ed by McConnel of Oklahoma City 
undertaking

bankruptcy. The recetver interposed 
objection and it was ordered by the 
federal court that the merits of the 
bankruptcy petition should be deter- 
mined by jury, when the court should 
be in session on June S8th. Latterly 
creditors representing about $18,000 
of the liabilities, about one-half, thru 
their attorney, B. H. 'Epperson, went 
before-the district court and secured 
an order for a receiver's sale. Receiv- 
er A, K. Thornton advertised the sale, 
which was to occur tomorrow, but as 
was ^suggested, the receiver has been 
enjofned from action until the federal 
court determines the me-lts of those 
contending for bankruptcy proceed- 
ings.

now and has for sometime been rep- 
resenting the New State Candy Com- 
pany attempted to commit suicide 
early this morning by taking twelve 
quarter grains 
of strychnine. The 


attempt occurred in the rooms oc- 
cupied for several months by Mr. 
and Mts. Nixon, situated^ over the 
Ada Electric light oMce. Mr. Nixon 
occupies the entire number ot rooms 
up stairs being a suite of four rooms 
and for a few days he has been the 
only up stairs resident, since Mrs. 
Nixon departed the first of the week 
(or a visit with her parents at Little 
Rock. Friends state that Mrs. Nixon 
lias been in 
wretched health 
for 


some time and the occurrence of her 
leaving was for the purpose of treat- 
ment and recuperation. 


'It is understood that Mr. Nixon 


has been in such precarious health 
fyy stifflr flfflr tmv riftes1 &rb-«w«gs-: 
very much discouraged. As nearly as 
the reporter could ascertain Mr. Nix- 
on went to a drug store last night 
and sought to secure • the loan of a 
revolver for the declared purpose of 
taking his life. Failing, he left, ut- 
tering such positive good-bye, that 
the clerk became indifferently alarm- 
ed. Visiting another drug store dur- 
ing th« evening he secured a bottle 
of strynchnlne and later when talk- 
ing to an associate in a small busi- 
ness on Main street, he remarked 
further as to his intention to "end 
It all" and displayed his poison. 


Nixon spent the night at the Har- 


ris hotel, it being thought 
by re- 


marks made, that he intended to do 
the work there, but he came to his 
rooms this morning and a little lat- 
er groans were heard by people on 
the street and physicians were hasti- 
ly summoned. The bottle was dis- 
covered containing strychnine partly 
emptied. There was vigorous work 
with uncertain results by Drs. Craig 
and Faust for an hour, when the 
muscles began to relax and conscious 
ness to return. 
It appears that the 


despondent young man had taken the 
strychnine in capsules, which retard- 
ed the effectiveness of the drug long- 
er than the usual course it require to 
produce fatal results. This afternoon 
Nixon, while

nervous,

He said Betsy made flags all right 
but they were made after the first 
banner bearing tbe stars and stripes 
had appeared and the flags she made 
were pretty largely tbe "Don't Tread 
on Me" rattlesnake flags, popular with 
certain of 
the 
revolutionary regi- 


ments. There is no documentary evi- 
dence that Betsy had anything to do 
with the first flag or that she sug- 
gested the five pointed star. He at- 
taches importance to the fact that 
congress did not decide upon a flag 
of stars and stripes until a year alt- 
er Washington is said to have paid 
his visit to Betsy to consult her In 
regard to tbe national colors.
